REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  CLERK 

1953

Mayor,  City  of  Attleboro,  Mass.  December  31,  1953 

I herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk's  Department  for  1953, 
based  on  figures  available  at  closing  time  of  the  year's  business. 

The  City  Clerk's  office  sold  sporting  licenses  valued  at  $5,  884  in  1953. 
In  April  the  amount  sold  was  $1614.  75,  largely  for  the  several  forms  of  fishing 
licenses  The  next  biggest  months  handle  was  $861  taken  for  hunting  licenses 
at  the  height  of  the  season  in  October,  As  many  as  80  licenses  have  been 
issued  during  a single  noon  hour  of  days  in  the  mid  seasons.  The  1954  sporting 
licenses  pose  a much  more  complicated  problem.  It  will  not  be  possible  to 
handle  anywhere  near  that  amount  in  the  same  time.  The  Clerk's  office  has 
been  open  the  11  business  days  of  this  year  until  8 p.  m.  , for  the  purpose  of 
giving  sportsmen  a change  to  renew  their  licenses  that  expire  at  midnight 
tonight. 


There  were  1811  dog  licenses  and  26  kennel  licenses  sold  in  1953  with 
a gross  value  of  $4425.  There  were  1131  male  dogs,  161  females  and  519 
spayed  dogs  registered  . In  March  there  were  543  licenses  sold.  In  April 
688,  The  clerk  sold  close  to  100  licenses  when  he  visited  the  South  Attleboro 
fire  station  last  spring. 

A total  of  $4652  48  was  taken  in  over  the  counter  for  miscellaneous 
licenses,  permits,  fees  and  recording.  The  recording  of  chattel  mortgages  and 
similar  instruments  brought  in  a clear  profit  of  $1741  for  the  city  and  the  issu- 
ance of  certified  copies  netted  $429  more.  The  recording  has  reached  a point 
where  a year  round  part  time  clerk  is  required  to  handle  it,  but  this  expense 
is  well  taken  care  of  by  the  revenue  received. 

Broken  down  the  licenses  and  permits  income  for  1953  is;  $79  for  motor 
sales  licenses;  $318  for  taxi  stand  and  hackney  carriage  drivers;  $215  for  Sun- 
day sales,  $126  for  common  victuallers  and  lodging  houses;  $274  for  pool  and 
bov/ling;  $405  for  junk  and  second  hand;  $155  for  amusements;  $103  for  thea- 
ters; $207  50  for  registration  of  gas  and  other  tanks;  $130  for  signs;  $420  for 
marriages;  and  close  to  $50  for  varied  other  permits. 

Recapitulation  shows  that  this  office,  staffed  by  the  clerk,  and  only 
one  assistant  clerk  full  time  and  a part  time  clerk  for  a few  months  handled 
a total  of  $14,  961.  48  Most  of  this  was  in  single  transactions  of  less  than 
$5.  00.  Every  transaction  has  to  be  recorded  and  accounted  for  separately 
so  the  public  can  see  what  has  really  been  accomplished  here,  with  no  use 
of  the  imagination. 

As  usual  work  has  increased  in  the  vital  statistic  department  this 
year,  as  it  has  each  year  since  World  War  1.  Industry's  demands  for  birth 
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Report,  of  City  Clerk- continued 

certificates,  demand  foi  birth  certificates  for  social  security  purposes  and 
for  claims  against  the  government  in  way  of  allotments  and  dependency  and 
for  all  legal  purposes  is  ever  on  the  increase. 

The  recording  of  vital  statistics  for  1953  shows  there  were  1282  births, 
263  marriages  and  385  deaths  recorded.  These  figures  v/ill  probably  be 
raised  when  late  and  final  returns  come  in  from  the  hospitals. 

This  office  was  again  recipient  of  the  gold  star  for  having  its  vital 
statistics  filed  early  in  the  year.  Monthly  reports  and  payment  of  monies 
going  to  the  city  treasurer  and  the  fish  and  game  department  have  been 
made  on  dates  due.  The  clerks  office  has  remained  open  until  8 p.  m.  , each 
Wednesday  evening  the  year  round.  The  clerk  made  his  annual  visit  to  the 
South  Attleboro  section  to  accomodate  dog  owners  of  that  section.  These 
policies  will  be  followed  in  1954. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  department  is 
due  to  Miss  Theresa  Levis  the  assistant  clerk-and  the  only  full  time  clerk 
in  the  department  She  has  worked  much  overtime  without  pay  or  complaint. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  salaries  are  adjusted  upward  in  this  department  as  they 
should  be  she  will  be  given  the  salary  that  she  merits. 

Working  conditions  remain  very  poor.  There  is  a lack  of  room  for  stor- 
age of  records,  even  for  suitable  working  space.  The  telephone  set-up  should 
be  changed  to  prevent  one  department  answering  calls  for  two  others. 

Vital  statistics  must  be  preserved,  -that  is  a state  law.  Accordingly 
the  clerk  is  asking  for  $240  for  new  filing  equipment  and  $120  for  binding  re- 
cord books  at.  this  time  The  idea  is  that  the  city  may  be  saved  cost  of  a re- 
copying job  that  might,  cost  the  city  thousands  of  dollars  for  labor  and  trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  State  Secretaries  office  , within  a very  few  years,  if 
something  is  not  done,  very  soon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
1953 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen: 

The  Planning  Board  held  twenty-two  meetings  with  an  average  attendance 
of  six  out  of  a possible  seven, 

Twenty-three  matters  were  referred  to  the  Board  for  recommendation  by 
the  Municipal  Council  and  recommendations  were  made  on  all  but  one  which 
was  under  study  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Two  recommendations  were  made 
on  matters  before  the  Board  of  Appeal. 

The  work  of  selecting  new  names  for  one  hundred  and  eleven  ways  and 
streets  with  duplicate  names  and  forty-three  that  have  similar  names  for 
street  and  avenues  is  still  in  progress. 

The  Book  of  Sanborn  Insurance  Maps  of  the  City  has  again  been  brought 
up  to  its  latest  revision  in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  three  rivers  which 
flow  through  our  City-the  Ten  Mile,  Bungay  and  Seven  Mile  Rivers.  What- 
ever else  changes,  they  will  remain  as  long  as  rain  falls  and  water  continues 
to  seek  its  level  in  the  ocean. 

The  Seven  Mile  River  is  the  source  of  a large  part  of  our  water  supply, 
and  its  adjacent  land  should  be  developed  io  protect  its  natural  beauty  as  wrell 
as  the  purity  of  its  water. 

The  Bungay  River  still  has  water  in  which  trout  and  other  fish  can  live. 

Its  banks  can  be  developed  in  a way  to  maintain  its  natural  beauty  and  furnish 

sport  for  the  fisherman  and  the  blueberry  picker. 

The  Ten  Mile  River  fr  . n the  Farmers  Pond  to  Hebronville  has  been  useful 
as  the  site  for  eighteen  factories.  There  is  much  natural  beauty  along  the  river 
betv/een  the  factories  that  should  be  conserved.  Most  of  the  land  along  the  river, 
being  low  and  undesirable  f sing,  was  left  vacant,  which  was  a fortunate 

thing  for  the  City,  as  we  can  now  find  here  much  needed  space  for  parking  lots. 

The  "Hill  Section"  arou  id  Third  Street  has  a parking  congestion  arising 
from  the  cars  of  High  School  attendants  and  the  employees  of  the  Bigney  fac- 
tories. 
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Report  of  the  Planning  Beard  continued  - 

For  the  High  School,  the  Board  recommends  the  vacant  land  ajacent  to 
Cora  Street,  so-called,  westerly  from  Fifth  Street  for  430  feet,  and  within 
30u  feet  of  the  High  School,  where  the  fifty-four  cars  credited  to  High  School 
use,  and  as  many  more,  could  be  parked. 

For  the  Bigney  factories,  the  only  available  vacant  land  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  Ten  Mile  River  is  on  the  lower  end  of  East  Fourth  Street,  and  the 
only  land  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  river  is  the  filled  land  now  partly  occu- 
pied by  the  Public  Works  Department,  which  can  be  reached  only  from  Wall 
Street  through  the  yard  of  the  Police  Station.  The  use  of  this  land  by  factory 
workers  would  require  a foot  bridge  over  the  river  to  the  southerly  side  of 
the  Bigney  factory  and  a traffic  bridge  across  the  river  at  East  Fourth  Street. 

This  area  of  land  extending  from  Wall  Street  to  Olive  Street  between  the 
Ten  Mile  River  and  the  railroad,  approximately  2100  feet  long  and  600  feet 
wide  contains  more  than  a million  square  feet  and  should  be  given  careful 
consideration.  The  remaining  swampy  section  could  be  filled,  the  depth  of 
water  in  the  river  could  be  controlled  under  flood  conditions  by  proper  gates 
at  the  dams  of  the  Farmers  Pond  above,  and  the  Dodgeville  Pond  below  it, 
and  the  land  used  for  parking  or  industry.  Wall  Street  alone  could  not  handle 
the  traffic  resulting  from  developing  this  area,  but  it  wo^ld  help  if  a bridge 
was  built  at  East  Fourth  Street  and  an  approach  made  to  Olive  Street. 

The  acquiring  by  the  City  of  the  Fredette  property  at  the  corner  of  Wall 
and  County  Street,  together  with  the  adjacent  Poore  property  would  make 
possible  any  needed  widening  of  Wall  Street,  and  provide  considerable  par- 
king space  on  County  Street  where  it  is  much  needed.  Such  a development 
i his  area  would  require  the  relocation  of  the  Service  Yards  of  the  Public 
. crks  Department  and  the  Police  Station.  The  Public  Works  Department 
and  the  water  barn  now  located  on  Riverbank  Road  could  be  advantageously 
moved  to  the  City-owned  land  off  North  Avenue  opposite  Hayward  Field. 

The  Police  Department  could  be  located  on  Hodges  Street  or  Mechanic  Street. 
This  proposed  development  naturally  suggests  that  the  plan  for  construc- 
ting Riverbank  Road  between  County  Street  and  Mechanic  Street,  adopted 
in  1947,  should  be  brought  to  completion  to  serve  the  enlarged  parking 
lot  now  being  developed  by  the  L.  G.  Balfour  Company. 

In  regard  to  the  providing  of  parking  lots,  it  should  be  understood 
that  private  enterprise  should  provide  parking  space  for  its  employees, 
and  as  far  as  possible  for  its  customers.  The  City  should  be  looked  to 
for  this  service  only  when  the  public  necessity  for  the  general  welfare  of 
the  Community  requires  it.  Our  traffic  problem  is  largely  of  local  origin 
dad  sporadic.  The  heavy  through  traffic  between  Boston  and  Providence  is 
handled  over  Routes  1 and  1A  through  the  South  End  v/ithout  much  difficulty. 
The  heavy  traffic  to  Cape  Cod  from  the  South  naturally  flows  over  Route  44 
through  Taunton  or  Route  6 through  Fail  River. 
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The  local  traffic  is  due  partly  to  the  need  for  people  who  live  on  one  side  of 
the  town  to  get  to  the  other  side  where  they  are  employed,  and  partly  due  to  peo- 
ple who  live  in  the  suburbs  and  neighboring  towns  to  come  to  the  center  to  work 
or  to  shop.  Four  principal  streets  converge  in  the  center  at  the  Bronson  corner, 
and  three  main  arteries  meet  at  the  corner  of  Union,  Park  and  Pleasant  Streets. 
During  the  rush  hours  there  are  periods  of  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  when  an  off- 
icer is  needed  to  direct  traffic.  The  cars  could  flow  through  the  streets  without 
much  inconvenience,  but  this  flow  has  to  be  stopped  every  few  minuted  to  allow 
people  to  cross  the  streets.  There  is  also  some  cross  traffic  which  holds  up 
the  procession  at  the  Bronson  corner,  at  Railroad  Avenue  and  Bank  Street,  and 
at  Park  and  Union  Streets  during  the  rush  period,  whi^h  fortunately  is  brief. 

If  this  condition  persisted  for  most  of  the  day  there  would  be  need  of  traffic  lights 
as  a measure  of  safety.  The  principal  bottleneck  is  at  the  Bronson  corner  and 
this  could  be  relieved  if  more  of  our  citizens  took  thought  to  by-pass  the  center 
when  it  is  not  necessary  to  enter  it. 

Our  traffic  and  the  need  for  more  parking  lots  is  most  evident  on  Wednesday 
night  There  are  still  some  old  and  obsolete  buildings  near  the  shopping  district 
which  could  be  torn  down  and  the  land  profitably  used  for  parking.  The  traffic 
problem  created  at  Christmas  time  revealed  the  need  4>f  planning  for  such  events. 
The  people  who  come  to  the  Shrine  can  be  told  in  the  announcements  what  streets 
to  take  and  adequate  parking  facilities  can  be  provided  on  the  Shrine  grounds. 
Street  signs  could  direct  the  traveller.  If  conditions  should  warrant  it,  it  might 
be  feasible  to  create  a second  entrance  to  the  property  by  an  extension  of  Dexter 
Street  for  about  1800  feet.  This  would  relieve  the  traffic  at  the  Park  Street  en- 
trance, and  we  recommend  a survey  be  made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
as  to  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  extending  Dexter  Street  for  1800  feet. 

The  proposed  extension  of  Brook  Street  to  South  Main  Street  would  also  cross 
the  present  layout  of  Dexter  Street  and  help  to  keep  through  traffic  away  from  the 
center  of  the  City. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  ACCEPTANCE  OF  STREETS  in  accordance  with  Chap- 
ter 41,  General  Laws,  Section  81-1. 

Nineteen  "ways"  were  referred  to  the  Board  by  the  Honorable  Municipal 
Council  for  recommendation  in  reference  to  their  acceptance  as  streets.  Fif- 
teen "ways"  were  recommended  for  approval,  four  were  under  consideration 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

1 Randolph  Avenue  from  Newport  Avenue  westerly  to  Clayton  Avenue  for  a 
distance  of  604  feet;  2.  Hackett  Avenue  from  Washington  Street  easterly  for  350 
feet  beyond  the  point  of  the  acceptance  of  June  7,  1938;  3.  Chartier  Street  from 
Allen  Street  easterly  for  a distance  of  395  feet;  4.  Meunier  Avenue  from  Mendon 
Road  v/esterly  for  230  feet,  5.  Elmina  Drive  from  Annex  Drive  northerly  for  250 
feet;  6.  Annex  Drive  from  George  Ide  Drive  westerly  for  480  feet;  7.  Biltmore 
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Street  from  Pleasant  Street  northerly  for  200  feet;  8.  Prescott  Street  from  South 
Avenue  northerly  for  (BOO  feet;  9.  Dean  Road  from  North  Main  Street  westerly  for 
1000  feet;  10.  Adams  Street  from  North  Avenue  easterly  for  750  feet;  11.  Reynolds 
Avenue  between  Hawthorne  and  Peace  Street  for  550  feet;  12.  Summer  Street  ex- 
tension easterly  beyond  John  William  Street  for  302  feet;  13.  Eddy  Street  from 
Forest  Street  easterly  for  850  feet;  14.  Pullman  Avenue  from  Scott  Street  north- 
erly to  Newton  Street  for  790  feet;  15.  The  Causeway,  a portion  of  Heather  Street 
and  Como  Drive,  northerly  of  May  Street,  for  200  feet. 

The  four  ways  under  consideration: 

1.  Mary  and  Fisher  Streets.  Mary  Street  from  Summer  Street  southwesterly 
for  500  feet;  Fisher  Street  from  Mary  Street  southerly  for  700  feet  to  Thirteenth 
Street;  2.  Fisher  Street  from  Thirteenth  Street  southerly  for  560  feet  to  Thacher 
Street;  3.  Walnut  Street  from  County  Street  easterly  for  397.  99  feet;  4.  Garfield 
Street  from  Park  Street  easterly  for  325  feet. 

Eighteen  of  these  private  ways  are  in  residential  neighborhoods  off  the  main 
streets  which  carry  most  of  the  traffic.  They  are  very  useful  to  the  people  who 
live  on  them  but  of  incidental  use  to  the  general  public.  These  ways  should  have 
been  built  by  the  proprietors  who  platted  the  land  and  sold  the  lots.  The  cost  of 
the  ways  could  have  been  recovered  by  the  developers  in  a slightly  higher  price 
for  the  lots. 

In  accepting  these  private  ways  as  public  streets,  the  City  must  proceed  to 
construct  the  roads,  and  assumes  the  responsibility  for  their  upkeep  This 
makes  all  the  lots  on  these  streets  more  desirable  to  live  on  and  more  valu- 
able in  the  market.  The  approximate  cost  to  the  City,  the  general  taxpayers, 
of  constructing  the  above  streets  is  approximately  $20,000.  00.  The  cost  to  the 
City  of  constructing  such  streets  could  be  recovered  by  the  use  of  Section  5 of 
the  Ordinance  on  Streets,  Ways  and  Public  Places. 

The  Causeway,  a portion  of  Como  Drive  and  Heather  Street,  should  well  be 
constructed  at  the  cost  of  the  City  as  a public  necessity,  as  it  is  the  only  outlet 
to  May  Street  for  the  fifty  families  in  "Como  Village"  who  live  on  the  other  side 
of  the  City  boundary  with  North  Attleboro,  and  that  town  cannot  legally  construct 
it.  Neither  could  a "betterment"  be  assessed  on  the  abutting  land  under  Section 
5 of  The  Ordinance  on  Streets,  for  the  construction  of  "The  Causeway"  would 
not  improve  the  abutting  land. 

OTHER  RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  STREETS. 

Sanford  Street-  a building  line  be  established  on  the  northerly  side  to  per- 
mit a minimum  width  of  54  feet  and  a study  be  made  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  as  to  the  cost  of  this  construc- 
tion. 

Wall  Street-  a building  line  be  established  on  Wall  Street  to  permit  a width 
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of  54  feet  and  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized 
to  make  a study  of  the  cost  of  widening  and  straightening  the  street. 

Forest  Street-this  street  be  widened  at  Pleasant  Street. 

Peck  Street-this  street  be  widened  at  Pleasant  Street. 

Wall  Street-this  street  be  widened  at  South  Main  Street. 

Lexington  Avenue-this  street  be  widened  at  Thacher  Street. 

All  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  plans  drawn  by  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works. 

That  the  name  of  Fuller  Avenue  from  South  Main  Street  easterly  be  changed 
to  Henshaw  Avenue,  and  that  the  name  of  Dean  Road  from  North  Main  Street 
westerly  be  changed  to  Devonshire  Road. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  ZONING  OR DINANCE. 

Eight  public  hearings  were  held  and  one  was  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  Board  approved  six  of  the  petitions  heard,  disapproved  two,  and  so  recom- 
mended to  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council.  They  were  as  follows: 

1.  To  change  from  General  Residence  to  Business  "Use"  & certain  a_rea  of  land 
situated  on  the  westerly  side  of  Washington  Street,  southerly  side  of  Bacon  Street, 
easterly  side  of  Westminster  Street,  as  shown  on  New  Plat  #3  as  Lots  16,  17,  59, 
60.  Recommended*. 

2 To  change  from  General  Residence  to  Business  "Use"  land  situated  on  the  north- 
erly and  southerly  side  of  Sanford  Street,  and  on  the  westerly  and  easterly  side  of 
Bank  Street  as  shown  on  New  Plat  #31  as  Lots  7,  8,  9,  10,  part  of  Lot  11,  Lots 
12,  13,  14,  16,  17,  18,  19,  and  part  of  Lot  #33  and  shown  on  New  Plat  #28  as 

Lots  28,  29  Recommended. 

3,  To  change  from  uieneral  Residence  to  Business  "Use"  land  on  westerly  side 
pf  Buffington  Street' (so-called)  between  Orr  Street  and  Owen  Street,  (so-called). 
Shown  on  New  Plat  #19  as  Lots  214  to  235  inclusive.  Recommended. 

4 To  change  from  Single  Residence  to  Business  "Use"  the  area  of  land  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Pleasant  Street  beginning  at  the  Caruso  land  and  running  east- 
erly to  the  westerly  line  of  Biltmore  Street,  three  hundred  feet  deep.  Not  re- 
commended . 

5 To  add  to  the  permitted  "Uses"  in  the  General  Residence  Districts,  Section  3, 
Subdivision  B,  that  of  an  "office  of  a professional  man  or  woman".  Recommended. 
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6 To  change  the  wording  of  Section  14  Yard  Regulation,  Subdivision  A,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "business  or  industrial",  and  substituting  therefor,  the  word 
"any  ' so  as  to  make  it  read:  14  - A "There  shall  be  provided  for  each  dwell- 
ing house  (including  apartment  house  and  apartment  hotel)  hereafter  constructed, 
reconstructed,  altered  or  placed  upon  any  lot  in  any  district,  a lot  containing  not 
less  that  fifteen  hundred  (1500)  square  feet  for  each  family  for  whose  habitation 
such  building  is  adapted".  Recommended. 

Not  adopted  by  City  Council. 

7,  To  change  from  Single  Residence  to  Industrial  Use  land  of  the  Attleboro  Steam 
& Electric  Company  on  the  northwesterly  side  of  West  Street  and  shown  on  New 
Plat  #51  as  part  of  Lot  7 and  all  of  Lots  8,  9,  1QB,  53.  Extending  the  Industrial 
District  thirty  feet  on  West  Street  and  one  hundred  seventy-eight  feet  along  the 
shore  of  Farmers  Pond,  Recommended. 

8,  To  change  the  minimum  lot  size  area  from  12,000  square  feet  to  8,000  square 
feet  of  trie  Davidson  land  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  Newport  Avenue  as  shown 
on  New  Plat  #27  and  #75  as  Lots  335  to  358  inclusive  , Lots  475  to  520  inclusive 
and  Lots  74B,  77,  82,  330.  Not  recommended  and  not  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health. 

PENDING  AT  THE  CLOSE  OF  THE  YEAR. 

To  change  from  General  Residence  to  Industrial  Use  land  of  the  City  of  Attleboro 
situated  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a point  in  the  boundary  line  of  the  land  of 
Bertrand  Lambert  and  the  City  of  Attleboro,  one  hundred  and  forty  (140)  feet 
westerly  of  the  present  line  of  North  Main  Street  running  in  a northerly  direc- 
tion parallel  to  the  present  line  of  North  Main  Street  for  a distance  of  201.  861 
feet;  thence  turning  at  an  angle  of  92  J48"  and  running  in  a westerly  direction 
for  a distance  of  182.  22  feet  to  a bound  in  a cement  wall  on  the  bank  of  the  Ten 
Mile  River;  thence  turning  at  an  angle  and  running  southerly  along  the  bank  of 
the  river  for  a distance  of  210  feet  more  or  less  to  a point  in  the  boundary  line 
between  the  land  of  the  L.  G.  Balfour  Company  and  the  City  of  Attleboro,  thence 
turning  at  an  angle  and  running  easterly  along  this  boundary  line  to  the  point  of 
beginning,  and  further  described  as  parts  of  Lots  167,  168,  169,  and  all  of  Lot 
#179  as  shown  on  New  Plat  #31. 

SUNDIVISIONS. 


Four  public  hearings  on  New  Plats  were  held  as  follows: 

1 Oakland  Plat,  the  property  of  Willis  H White  & Sons  Company  located  souther- 
ly bf  Meridon  Rnad  between  Allen  Avenue  and  Evergreen  Street  (so-called),  and 
shown  on  New  Plat  #3  as  Lots  1-140  inclusive.  As  no  lots  had  been  sold  this  old 
plat  came  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  and  the  Plat  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Board.  Lots  were  rearranged  to  conform  to  the  Zoning  Area  The  approv- 
al of  this  plat  was  held  up  by  the  Board  when  it  received  word  that  the  owners  had 
decided  to  wait  a while  before  proceeding  further.

1953 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Managers 
of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital: 

This  marks  the  forty- first  (41)  year  of  service  to  this  community  by  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital,,  It  has  been  a very  busy  year  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
service  to  patients,  as  well  as  in  activity  within  the  administration  and  out  in 

the  community.

Problems  that  confront  executives  in  business  are  also  ever  present  in  a 
hospital.  The  Board  of  Managers  rely  upon  the  Administrator  to  keep  them 
posted  on  conditions  within  our  own  hospital  and  informed  of  new  advances 
and  policies  in  the  hospital  field  generally. 

This  year  our  financial  report  covers  a period  of  only  nine  months,  since 
our  fiscal  year  has  been  changed  from  the  calendar  year  to  October  first 
through  September  thirtieth.  This  was  necessitated  by  reason  of  a uniform 
accounting  system  requested  both  by  State  authorities  and  Blue  Cross.

During  the  year  it  was  found  expedient  to  formulate  a pension  plan  to  cover 
those  who  faithfully  serve  the  hospital  over  a long  period  of  time.  In  the 
past  the  Board  has  dealt  with  each  retirement  on  an  individual  basis:  now 
an  overall  policy  has  been  established. 

To  bring  our  hospital  into  conformity  with  industry  generally,  we  have  es- 
tablished a forty- hour  work  week. 

It  was  a pleasure  for  all  of  us  connected  with  the  hospital  to  recognize  35 
years  of  service  to  the  hospital  by  Miss  Helen  Webb,  R.  N.  April  21st  was 
the  day,  and  the  "family"  made  it  a.  gala  occasion. 
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Mr,  William  Marshall,  who  for  many  years  served  as  city  treasurer  and  also 
as  a member  of  our  Board  of  Managers,  passed  to  his  reward  during  the  year. 
Always  faithful  in  attendance  and  thoughtful  in  his  advice,  he  contributed  much 
ho  our  efforts. 

The  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Association  has  instituted  a plan  for  Memorial 
Gifts  during  the  year.  This  should  assist  greatly  in  the  future  to  provide  fac- 
ilities and  services  for  the  benefit  of  our  patients. 

Our  Expansion-Fund  Appeal  has  brought  us  into  much  more  active  contact  with 
our  entire  service  area.  The  importance  of  our  hospital  to  all  the  communities 
served  becomes  more  apparent  as  we  consider  the  following:

Phis  is  the  forty-first  (41)  year  of  service  that  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 
las  rendered  to  the  community  During  this  period,  the  hospital  has  kept  pace 
vith  changing  techniques  and  equipment.  In  line  with  this  policy,  a master  plan 
vas  formulated  in  nineteen  fifty-two  (1952)  to  expand  facilities  A building-fund 
:ampaign  was  instituted  last  year  and  will  continue!  through  February  eighth  of 
his  year. 

The  approximate  sum  of  nine-hundred  thousand  ($900,  000)  dollars  has  been 
>ledged  to  date.  Several  firms  and  employee  groups  are  yet  to  be  heard  from, 
General  solicitations  will  be  made  at  the  end  of  this  month.  Hence,  our  final 
otal  should  be  increased  appreciably  before  our  campaign  closes 

i portion  of  our  master  plan  has  been  started.  When  construction  has  been 
ompleted  it  will  contain  a modern  kitchen  and  a spacious  dining  boom.  In 
iddition,  it  will  contain  much  needed  locker  space  for  employees  and  a base- 
nent  for  storage. 

t is  reasonable  to  expect  sufficient  funds  will  be  pledged  to  break  ground  this 
•ummer  for  the  new  hospital  wing  in  which  there  will  be  additional  patient  beds 
nd  ancillary  services.  By  this  summer  definite  word  should  be  received  rela- 
ive  to  Hill-Burton  Funds. 
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Report  of  the  Sturdy  Hospital  continued- 

That  the  Nursing  School  building  must  be  deferred  is  most  regretable.  Hospi- 
tals are  more  than  brick  and  mortar;  more  than  equipment  and  supplies.  Pri- 
marily, hospitals  are  people- -loyal,  faithful  people  who  are  specialists  in  their 
field.  For  this  reason,  it  is  imperative  that,  as  we  expand  our  patient  facilities, 
we  broaden  out  teaching  program  also.  Maintaining  a staff  of  trained  people  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  patients  is  essential! 

Nursing  personnel  is  not  the  only  specialty  help  required.  Technicians  are  also 
needed,  particularly  in  our  laboratory.  It  is  hoped  that  with  our  acquision  of  a 
full-time  Pathologist,  we  may  plan  for  an  approved  school  for  laboratory  tech- 
nicians in  the  future. 

The  duties  of  the  Accounting  Department  have  multiplied  due  to  the  requirements 
of  third-party  agencies.  In  order  to  obtain  statistical  data  for  proper  allocation 
of  departmental  costs,  the  McBee  System  has  been  installed. 

The  artist,  Mr.  Wilfred  I Duphine,  has  painted  a portrait  of  the  late  Mrs. 
Florence  Sweet.  This  portrait  now  appears  on  the  mam  floor  of  the  maternity 
pavilion  which  is  named  "The  Florence  Sweet  Memorial"  in  her  memory. 

Finally,  I cannot  close  this  report  without  extending  my  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  particularly  Mr.  C.  W.  Cederberg,  the  many  organ- 
izations, and  volunteers  who  have  given  generously  of  their  time  to  the  patients 
in  the  hospital.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1953 


Honorable  Cyril  K.  Brennan,  Mayor 
Members  of  the  Municipal  Council 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith,,  in  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinance,  submit  the  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953, 

The  complement  of  the  police  department  consists  of:  one  chief,  one 
police  lieutenant,,  one  lieutenant  inspector,  five  sergeants,  one  meter  super- 
visor, twenty- six  patrolman,  three  of  whom  are  in  the  armed  services,  two 
reserve  patrolmen,  and  five  temporary  appointees. 

The  following  equipment  is  owned  and  has  been  used  by  the  depart- 
ment during  the  year  just  ended: 

1.  One  1953  Ford  4-door  sedan,  used  by  the  chief* 

2*  Four  1953  Ford  2-door  sedans,  used  as  cruisers* 

3.  Two  1948  Harley  Davidson  motorcycles. 

4.  One  1949  Harley  Davidson  motorcycles 

5.  One  Link  radio  receiver-transmitter,  KCA-887  , in  the 
police  station  and  5 receiver-transmitter  mobile  units  in 
the  cars, 

6,  One  patrol  wagon  used  for  traffic  work 

7,  One  police  ambulance  used  for  emergencies  or  when  the 
municipal  ambulance  is  unavailable. 

8,  One  State  Police  Radio  Receiver  needed  for  Civilian  Defense. 

For  1953,  this  department  made  340  arrests  for  crimes,  most  of 
which,  fortunately,  were  misdemeanors.  There  were  also  206  summonses 
answered  by  motorists  in  the  Fourth  District  Court  for  violations  of  the 
motor  vehicles  laws.  There  were  249  serious  motor  vehicle  accidents  in- 
vestigated by  this  department  in  which  there  were  204  people  injured,  re- 
quiring treatment  of  some  kind*  Minor  accidents  involving  small  property 
damage  claims  numbered  369.  One  very  unfortunate  accident  ended  fatally 
for  a South  Attleboro  girl  who  was  operating  a bicycle  on  the  sidewalk  on 
Washington  Street. 

Officers  investigated  1490  complaints  of  all  kinds.  Many  of  these 
were  needless  but  yet  had  to  be  investigated.  Many  juvenile  investigations 
^yere  taken  c_ar£  of  in  the  police  station  by  the  Inspector's  department  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned  whereby  no  court  action  resulted. 
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Report  of  the  Police  Department  continued- 

One  major  crime  was  committed  in  December  when  a watchman 
in  a South  Attleboro  factory  was  shot  early  in  the  morning  by  an  unknown 
robber.  After  several  days  of  intensive  investigating  by  this  departments 
state  detectives,  Pawtucket  and  Providence  pblice,  the  assailant  was  app- 
rehended and  through  questioning  admitted  guilt  to  several  other  crimes 
as  well. 

Our  finger-print  expert.  Patrolman  Robert  L.  McCracken,  v/as 
graduated  from  the  State  Police  Training  School  in.  Framingham  after 
a four  week's  intensive  study  program.  Fourteen  other  members  of  this 
department  completed  a course  in  police  work  which  was  sponsored  by  the 
Bristol  County  Police  Training  School.  Patrolman  Charles  E.  Brown,  of 
this  department,  was  one  who  worked  hard  to  organize  this  school  and  is 
on  the  Board  of  Directors.  Sergeant  Raymond  Gazzola,  a member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Bristol  County  school,  worked  zealously  to  prepare  a com- 
pendium on  the  laws  of  arrest  for  use  by  the  school  members,  copies  of 
which  were  distributed  to  each  officer  enrolled. 

A major  traffic  problem  arose  late  in  the  year  when  the  LaSalette 
Seminary  on  Park  Street  opened  its  religious  program.  This  department 
was  aware  that  heavy  traffic  would  result  from  this  enterprise  but  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  anticipate  the  degree  or  seriousness  of  the  traffic 
problem  which  was  due  to  arise  until  it  actually  happened.  Park  Street 
must  be  used,  in  one  way  or  another,  for  those  v/ho  visit  this  Shrine  and 
it  seems  that  one  or  more  outlets  should  be  constructed  to  alleviate  this 
traffic  condition,,  This  Shrine,  I am  sure,  will  attract  even  more  people 
in  the  future,  so  the  need  for  favorable  action  regarding  this  problem  is 
evident. 


I recommend  that  the  following  wage  increases  be  effected:  Ten 
dollars  ($10.  00}  per  v/eek  for  patrolman  and  fifteen  ($15.  00)  per  week 
for  superior  officers  and  the  Chief.  You  and  I are  aware  that  if  a norm- 
al living  wage  is  provided  then  and  only  then,  will  we  attract  suitable 
candidates  for  these  positions  in  the  police  department.  I also  recommend 
that  the  radio  equipment  in  the  station  and  the  cars  be  replaced  entirely. 
This  equipment  is  now  obsolete  and  it  becomes  very  difficult  to  replace 
parts  as  they  are  needed  All  new  cruisers  should  be  purchased  annually 
as  it  has  been  shown  that  this  is  the  most  economical  method  of  operation. 

In  concluding,  may  1 express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  the  Mayor  and  Council  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  My 
hearty  thanks  also  go  to  the  State  Police,  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and 
its  employees,  members  of  the  Fourth  District  Court  staff  and  the  Judi- 
ciary, members  of  the  Special  Police  Association  who  aided  immeasurably 
during  the  year,  the  members  of  the  Police  Commission,  and  to  members 
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Report  of  the  Police  Department  continued- 

of  the  Police  Commission,  and  to  members  of  the  adjacent  police  depart- 
ments, particularly  the  Pawtucket  and  Providence  departments,  who  helped 
us  solve  many  important  crimes.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council, 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Forestry  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

The  fight  against  the  Dutch  elm  disease  has  been  the  chief  con- 
cern of  the  Forestry  Department  this  year.  Our  chief  weapon  has  been 
night  spraying  which  we  have  carried  on  during  the  summer  at  three 
regular  intervals.  There  has  been  no  bad  infestation  of  the  disease  be- 
cause of  the  careful  check  being  made  of  our  elms.  This  constant  vigi- 
lance on  the  part  of  property  owners  and  the  members  of  this  Department 
is  very  important.  When  the  condition  of  a tree  shows  the  possibility  of 
the  Dutch  elm  beetle,  a "Suspect"  sign  is  posted  on  the  tree  and  samples 
of  the  twigs  are  sent  to  the  University  of  Massachusetts  for  verification. 

If  the  report  from  the  University  indicates  that  the  tree  is  infected,  it  is 
removed  at  once.  Up  to  the  present  time,  seventy  trees  have  been  taken 
down.  Only  nine  of  these  trees  have  been  in  the  residential  areas.  Prop- 
erty owners  are  urged  to  check  their  elm  trees  and  report  any  suspicious 
cases. 


There  is  always  plenty  of  roadside  brush  cutting  to  do,  and  the 
removal  of  dangerous  limbs  and  dead  trees  is  one  of  our  steady  jobs.  Then, 
too,  there  is  the  spraying  for  the  Japanese  beetle  and  the  eradication  of  poi- 
son ivy 


The  demand  for  young  trees,  which  this  Department  has  offered  to 
property  owners,  is  still  greater  than  the  supply.  This  plan,  now  in  its 
sixth  year,  is  beginning  to  show  very  pleasing  results.  Because  trees  are 
becoming  more  expensive,  and  more  difficult  to  obtain,  the  Forestry  Depart- 
ment has  established  a small  nursery  at  the  City  Infirmary,  In  a few  years, 
there  will  be  a goodly  supply  of  better  trees,  at  a minimum  expense.

During  the  year  1953  all  of  the  athletic  fields  in  charge  of  the  Recreation 
Commission  were  maintained  in  good  playing  condition,  and  the  ordinary  work  of 
the  department  was  carried  on. 

Hayward  Field  was  kept  in  excellent  condition  during  the  summer  sea- 
son and  was  used  continuously  afternoon  and  evening  throughout  the  Baseball 
season.  Only  minor  repairs  were  necessary  and  the  usual  painting  of  equip- 
ment was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

The  foot-ball  field  was  kept  in  condition  for  the  High  School  games, 
and  high  praise  was  given  by  the  school  faculty  for  the  excellent  playing  surface 
maintained 

The  playground  area  in  front  of  the  field  was  again  one  of  the  most 
popular  in  the  city,  due  probably  to  the  shade  trees  on  the  grounds 

Horton  Field  was  one  of  the  more  popular  for  the  Little  League,  and 
was  in  fair  playing  condition  during  their  playing  season.  The  small  tool  shed 
on  these  grounds  was  repaired,  reshingled  and  painted  in  the  Fall 

Hebronville  and  Dodgeville  were  used  for  Baseball,  and  both  of  these 
fields  are  scheduled  to  receive  attention  in  the  near  future  to  improve  the  play- 
ing surface  forBasebalL 

South  Attleboro  playground  was  opened  in  May  with  a Field  Day  for 
Lincoln  and  Washington  School  pupils.  Additional  dram  pipe  was  layed  in  the 
pond  bed,  and  many  loads  of  fill  from  Brown  St.  area  were  put  in  to  enlarge  the 
playground  and  eliminate  a swamp  condition  in  the  back  part  of  the  pond. 

Finberg  Park  had  two  diamonds  in  use  for  the  Little  League  and  play- 
ground equipment  was  installed  at  the  shady  end  of  the  field.  This  was  used 
continuously  during  the  summer  and  fall. 

Briggs  Playground  opened  earlier  than  usual  to  enable  Mr.  Ray  Cooney 
to  conduct  classes  in  swimming.  These  classes  are  sponsored  by  the  Red  Cross 
and  those  qualified  received  certificates  in  life-saving. 

The  remainder  of  the  season,  activities  were  in  charge  of  Sandra 
Remieres,  Howard  Rounseville,  Norman  Anderson,  and  Robert  Bray,  The 
Tennis  Court  was  extended  to  make  it  regulation  size,  and  also  was  re-surfaced 
Also,  the  fence  surrounding  the  entire  playground  received  a coat  of  paint. 
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Report  of  the  Recreation  Commissioners  continued- 

The  season  ended  with  the  usual  Water  Carnival  , at  which  time,  accord- 
ing to  the  custom  of  previous  years,  prizes  were  awarded,  and  refreshments  were 
served. 


The  maintenance  Laborers  were  under  supervision  of  Oscar  Munroe. 
Mr  Munroe  received  many  favorable  comments  on  the  excellent  condition  of  all 
fields  in  his  care.

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Electrical 
Branch  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1953. 

During  the  year  six  of  the  old  obsolete  boxes  were  replaced  by  the 
installation  of  six  modern  type  boxes,  they  being  as  follows: 

Boxes  415  - 26  - 215  - 41  - 514  - 516. 

Box  319,  a new  master  type  box  was  purchased  by  the  Daggett-Crandall 
Home  on  North  Main  Street.  This  box  was  installed  on  the  building  together 
with  ihree  interior  remote  control  stations  and  numerous  fire  detector  units. 

A marker  or  identification  light  was  also  installed  over  the  box  on  the  exter- 
ior of  the  building.  The  installation  of  this  new  box  made  it  possible  to  re- 
number the  old  box  and  make  use  of  it  to  replace  the  old  type  one  at  the  corner 
of  Park  and  Wilmarth  Streets-Box  68. 

During  the  year  1953,  the  following  privately  owned  boxes  were  installed 
and  connected  to  sprinklers  and  interior  devices  for  the  detection  of  fire.

Old  type  boxes  29  and  41  were  also  changed  to  new  type.  Old  box  41  was 
involved  in  an  accident-being  struck  and  damaged  by  a truck.  At  this  time 
box  4 and  its  supporting  standard  were  knocked  over  and  demolished.  Cables 
and  controls  were  damaged  also.  The  above  two  incidents  are  at  this  time 
in  the  hands  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection  on  re-embursements  to  the 
City  for  damage  done. 
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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  continued- 

Lightning  arrestors  and  proper  grounding  electrodes  were  installed  on  the  follow- 
ing boxes  as  of  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters: 

Boxes  311  - 361  - 3113  - 711  - 7112  - 7113  - 7114  - 82. 

The  sprinkler  system  in  the  Bristol  County  Hospital  was  connected  to  the  Fire 
\larm  System  thru  Box  621.  Because  of  the  retirement  of  Captain  Herbert 
Parker  from  the  department,  the  tapper  located  in  his  home  was  removed  on 
November  14th. 

This  department  was  again  called  upon  to  set  up  the  annual  city  Christmas 
Decorations  and  following  the  holiday,  to  remove  them  and  store  them  for  future 
ise.  This  work  was  in  the  care  of  Harold  Wellman  and  with  what  little  assist- 
ance obtainable,  the  best  part  of  a month’s  time  was  consumed  in  relation  to  the 
work  of  preparation  and  installation, 

388  Service  calls  and  Underwriter  inspections  were  made  during  the  year 
af  the  various  privately  owned  master  boxes  located  in  the  system. 

A new  circuit  was  run  and  connected  from  the  Union  Street  Station  to  the 
South  Attleboro  Station  for  the  purpose  of  remoted  control  of  the  radio  commun- 
ications between  stations.  This  work  made  it  possible  to  do  away  with  the  ex- 
pense of  a phone  in  the  South  Attleboro  Station.  The  distance  between  these 
stations  is  approximately  three  and  one  half  miles.  Neopreene  covered  14/2 
wisted  wire  was  used  for  this  project  being  secured  on  insulators  on  the  under 
side  of  the  existing  Fire  Alarm  cross-arms.  This  circuit  has  proved  its  worth 
rnd  has  function&d  in  all  types  of  weather  conditions  without  difficulty. 

The  regular  work  was  attended  to  such  as  oiling,  painting  and  mspect- 
ng  all  boxes  and  outside  equipment  in  the  system.  Many  outside  plant  changes 
were  made  in  the  line  due  to  moving  and  renewing  poles  of  the  utility  companies 
Mutual  aid  assistance  was  extended  to  the  neighboring  communities  of  Seekonk, 
Norton,  Valley  Falls  and  Central  Falls  in  regard  to  Fire  Alarm  difficulties. 

The  fire  alarm  generators  were  used  numerous  times  to  assist  the  Fire 
Department  with  light  required  for  illumination  at  various  fires  during  the  year. 
These  units  certainly  proved  their  worth  in  time  of  trouble. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  1954  . 

Gentlemen,  under  the  above  heading,  as  I have  done  for  a number  of 
/ears,  I once  more  request  and  urge  that  my  recommendations  on  Page  49  of 
he  1949  Annual  Reports  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  be  given  serious  consideration 
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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  continued- 
Recommendations  for  1954- 

The  existing  fire  alarm  circuits  are  now  up  to  the  limit  of  theirsafe 
carrying  capacity.  Additional  circuits  should  be  built  and  new  office  equip- 
ment installed  to  properly  take  care  of  the  situation.  The  longer  this  condi- 
tion is  allowed  to  exist,  the  costlier  the  project  will  be  at  a later  date.  In 
the  meantime  the  system  is  not  in  proper  and  safe  operating  condition  as 
measured  by  present  day  standards. 

The  rooms  housing  the  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  are  in  very  bad 
condition  due  to  lack  of  yearly  repairs  and  to  the  work  of  the  elements.  The 
ceiling  directly  over  the  batteries  is  cracked  and  broken  from  the  effects  of 
water  coming  thru  the  roof  and  spilling  off  the  rotten  wood  gutters.  The  ceil- 
ing is  in  such  poor  condition  that  vibration  or  a jar  of  the  building  is  liable  to 
cause  the  ceiling  to  drop  on  the  batteries  and  place  them  out  of  service.  The 
windows  all  leak  water  and  in  every  rain  storm,  buckets  and  towels  must  be 
placed  in  position  to  keep  the  water  from  reaching  the  batteries.  If  this  con- 
dition is  allowed  to  exist  a shelter  should  be  built  to  protect  the  batteries  from 
falling  plaster  and  parts  of  the  ceiling, 

If  the  plans  made  in  1953  for  a new  Fire  Headquarters  in  the  Union 
Street  location  are  carried  out  in  1954,  the  preceding  defects  will  automatic- 
ally be  corrected  This  was  all  considered  and  incorporated  into  the  plans 
by  the  consulting  architect 

The  fire  alarm  line  truck  should  be  repainted  and  an  undercoater 
applied.  The  body  on  this  truck  is  of  wood  construction  and  of  special  de- 
sign and  certainly  should  have  some  care  to  preserve  its  condition.  The 
body  is  now  on  its  second  chassis  and  would  be  Very  expensive  to  replace. 
Funds  were  requested  in  1953  for  this  purpose  but  were  not  allowed. 

At  this  time,  I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council  and  all  departments  who  in  any  manner  con- 
tributed to  the  operation  of  this  department  by  their  assistance  during  the 
past  year  1953.  Special  thanks  to  Chief  Joseph  W.  Mowry  and  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Department.

This  land  was  given  in  memory  of  his 
distinguished  father  and  is  to  be  known  as  "The  Frank  R.  Sweet  Memorial 
Forest".  This  has  been  a very  needed  addition  to  Capron  Park,  and  in  a 
few  years  will  be  blended  into  the  Park  and  in  such  use  that  one  will  wonder 
how  we  got  along  without  it.  Mr.  Sweet  and  I have  planned  the  layout  of 
these  grounds  in  many  discussions,  and  our  plans  will  result  in  many  hours 
of  relaxation  and  enjoyment  for  untold  thousands  in  the  future.  Although  I 
would  like  to  complete  the  change  in  a year,  I must  pass  that  idea  because 
of  the  necessary  cost.  By  doing  some  work  each  year  this  cost  will  be  kept 
at  a minimum.  I predict  that  a period  of  five  years  will  be  necessary  to  put 
our  plans  into  effect. 

The  area  given  a year  ago  by  Mr.  Edward  Anderson  has  seen  a great  change 
in  appearance.  The  brush  has  been  cleared,  a stone  wall  has  been  built  (by 
the  men  of  our  department ),,  the  ground  has  been  lowered  or  filled  to  grade, 
the  hillside  has  been  seeded,  and  flower  ing  Crabs,  Dogwood,  Rhododendrons, 
and  Cherries  have  been  planted.  This  next  year  water  will  be  put  in,  flower 
beds  laid  out,  and  the  lawns  will  be  seeded.  The  summer  of  1955  will  pro- 
duce the  results  and  the  Edward  Anderson  Gardens  in  Capron  Park  will  be 
a "must". 

It  is  gifts  of  this  kind  that  prove  to  me  that  Attleboro  is  a wonderful  place  to 
live. 

The  past  season  was  another  dry  one  and  caused  us  unnecessary  expense 
and  hindrance  in  our  plans.  Water  is  the  most  needed  article  to  keep  Capron 
Park  a place  of  beauty  and  comfort  for  everyone. 

The  Twilight  League,,  after  thirty  years,  finally  had  to  abandon  play.  The 
entertainment  it  has  provided  for  thousands  during  the  summer  is  sorely 
missed. 

The  playground,  under  the  supervision  of  Virginia  Borden,  Rebecca  King, 
and  Norman  Whyte,  was  attended  very  heavily  for  the  ten  week  period.  The 
attendance  has  so  increased,  that  I feel  for  safety  we  must  have  another  full 
time  supervisor. 
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Report  of  the  Park  Department  continue  ch- 
in our  budget  for  1954  an  increase  has  been  asked  for,  and  I believe  it  very 
essential  o maintain  and  add  to  Capron  Park.  We  cannot  stand  still.  I be- 
lieve everyone  will  agree  that  to  say  we  will  stand  still  is  an  admission  of 
defeat. 

The  total  expenditure  for  1953  was  $35,688.  75.  This  amount  was  distributed 
between  Capron  Park,  the  Common,  Angell  Park,  Memorial  Bridge,  and  five 
smaller  areas  in  the  city.  I estimate  an  attendance  of  300,  000  at  Capron  Park. 
How  many  others  used  grounds  under  the  care  of  the  department,  I will  not 
say.  To  break  this  expenditure  down  into  individual  costs  is  best  done  by  the 
breakdown  in  costs  for  each  area.  Of  the  total,  $30,  895  was  spent  at  Capron 
Park.  This  would  result  in  a cost  of  $0.  10  per  visitor.  Is  there  anywhere 
one  can  go  for  the  sum  of  $0.  10  and  enjoy  oneself  as  he  does  here  at  Capron 
Park? 


The  acquiring  of  new  animals,  that  we  have  asked  for  in  our  budget,  the  dev- 
eloping of  our  new  property  will  bring  more  people  to  Capron  Park.  To  pro- 
vide recreation  for  more  people  is  our  purpose.  A great  many  of  our  visi- 
ters are  from  out-of-town,  and  we  should  feel  proud  to  have  them  leave  their 
own  cities  to  visit  us.  What  better  advertisement  for  Attleboro  than  to  Jiave 
visitors  go  home  and  tell  their  friends  and  neighbors  about  Capron  Park  in 
Attleboro. 

I believe  the  people  of  the  city  are  proud  of  their  park,  and  they  show  this 
pride  by  their  frequent  visits  and  by  the  compliments  they  give  us  for  the 
fine  appearance  of  the  park.  The  men  of  our  park  force  take  considerable 
pride  in  their  work,  and  to  their  faithful  and  constant  work  can  be  credited 
the  fine  appearance  of  Capron  Park. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  people  old  and  young  alike,  v/ho  are  park  visitors, 
want  our  work  curtailed  or  would  enjoy  seeing  the  park  in  any  incomplete 
condition.  We  can  only  do  as  much  as  is  made  possible  by  our  appropria- 
tion.

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REPORT  OF  ATTLEBORO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

1953 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Attlebora: 

Gentlemen, 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  have  held  their  regular  monthly  meetings 
as  scheduled  under  the  requirements  of  the  City. 

This  year  we  have  worked  mostly  under  the  old  Yankee  Tradition, 
"make  do".  Long  due  repairs  were  made  to  the  main  building  and  the  per- 
petual problems  of  trying  to  keep  in  tact  the  rickety  quarters  of  the  Branches. 

Every  inch  of  available  space  has  been  taken  over  for  stack  material. 
The  Trustees  room  is  now  being  used  for  the  local  history  file,  which  has  been 
completely  re-classified  by  a former  staff  member.  The  music  collection  and 
the  Selective  Service  Scrap  books  compiled  by  Judge  Estes,  will  also  be  avail- 
able in  this  room. 

We  are  continually  making  a study  of  how  to  acquire  more  space. 

At  the  main  building  the  only  feasible  solution  would  be  an  addition  to  the  rear 
of  the  building  extending  the  stack  roo.n,  providing  this  complied  with  the  Zon- 
ing Laws.  The  problem  of  the  Branches  could  be  overcome  by  the  use  of  a 
Bookmobile.  The  purchase  of  a film  recorder  for  newspapers,  particularly 
those  of  the  Attleboro  Sun,  as  the  library  has  the  only  existing  file  of  this  paper. 
By  this  method,  much  needed  storage  space  would  be  made  available. 

By  stretching  the  Budget  dollar,  our  splendid  staff  has  been  able  to 
render  a commendable  service  to  the  community  in  the  many  specific  fields 
tvhich  the  public  demands. 

To  our  many  friends,  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  their  thought- 
ful donations  and  to  our  competent  and  patient  staff  a grateful  appreciation  for 
a job  well  done. 

The  Librarians  report  will  give  you  a comprehensive  review  of  the 
year's  accomplishments.

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Public  Library  Report  continued - 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

"Knowledge  full,  unfettered  knowledge  of  its  own  heritage,  of  freedom's 
enemies,  of  the  whole  world  of  men  and  ideas  - this  knowledge  is  a free 
people's  secret  strength.  " 

Dwight  D,  Eisenhower,  1953. 

This  idea,  expressed  perhaps  in  the  more  formal  phrasing  of  the 
19th  century,  was  basically  behind  the  establishment  of  Public  Libraries. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  a Public  Library  to  seek  out,  and  supply 
for  the  use  of  the  community,  the  records  of  men’s  search  for  knowledge, 
whatever  the  field:  government,  religion,  philosophy,  the  arts  and  the 
sciences,  ancient  and  modern,  of  every  race  and  every  country.  It  is  a 
part  of  the  American  heritage  that  citizens  of  our  towns  and  cities  be  free 
to  seek  this  knowledge. 

We  are  inheritors  of  a tradition  that  has  not  only  permitted,  but 
cherished,  independent  thought.  Consequently  as  citizens  we  are  likewise 

under  obligation  to  make  use  of  any  facilities  which  provide  material  that 
we  may  grow  not  only  in  knowledge,  but.  also  wisdom.  The  Attleboro  Pub- 
lic Library  now  offers  for  the  use  of  the  community: 

A Book  Collection  of  72,  037  Volumes 

Magazines  340 

Newspapers  10 

Pictures  170, 26S 

Phamphlet  Collection  to  which  461  were  added  in  1953. 
Statistics  of  accession,  use,  and  cost  are  presented  in  separate 

tables. 


During  the  year  .1953,  115,  354  books  were  borrowed  for  home 
use,  54.  6%  of  which  were  non-fiction.  (This  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as 
scornful  of  fiction- which  certainly  has  its  values  in  terms  of  entertain- 
ment and  for  its  power  of  making  us  know  other  lands,  other  times,  other 
peoples,  and  sometimes  embarrassingly,  ourselves.  ) The  statement  is 
made  to  indicate  the  use  of  the  library  for  specific  purposes  and  in  specific 
fields.  The  number  of  books  loaned  adults  was  2630  volumes  less  than  in 
1952,  but  3610  more  books  were  borrowed  from  the  children's  room.  There 
was  an  increased  use  of  the  branch  libraries,  particularly  at  South  Attleboro 
Village,  and  there  was  also  a greater  number  of  items  borrowed  from  the 
picture  collection.  Reports  presented  by  librarians  in  charge  of  branch  ser- 
vice indicate  a close  correlation  with  the  increased  school  enrollment.  Only 
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Public  Library  Report  continued- 

at  Central  Library  and  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  did  the  number  of  adult  books 
borrowed  exceed  those  loaned  to  children. 

The  great  increase  of  children's  use  presents  problems  in  book 
supply  and  repair.  Children's  books  cost  somewhat  less  per  title,  but  many 
more  copies  are  needed,  and  the  wear  and  tear  is  great  - not  from  careless- 
ness be  it  noted: -(adult  books  are  much  more  frequently  chewed  by  dogs,  left 
in  damp  places,  or  on  trains  and  are  subject  to  ink  stains  and  mutilation  of 
pages)-but  from  USE  The  turnover  of  "easy"  books  is  about  10  times  that 
of  adult  fiction. 

The  branches  present  perpetual  problems  of  repair,  and  the  shabby, 
rickety  quarters.  Tiffany  School  excepted  are  a matter  that  must  be  solved 
in  the  near  future  Consideration  of  Mobile  Service  may  be  a solution  to  the 
problems  of  wider  coverage,  better  service  and  economy. 

At  the  Central  Library  special  attention  has  been  given  to  improv- 
ing the  accessibility  of  two  of  the  library'7 s special  collections,  namely  the 
local  history  file,  and  the  music  collection.  The  local  history  file  is  basic- 
ally a memorial,  for  most  of  the  items  have  been  acquired  by  gift,  and  the 
cabinet  which  houses  the  main  portion  of  the  file  was  given  in  memory  of 
Henry  Lincoln  Hayward  The  Material  consists  of  patnphlets,  clippings, 
letters,  pictures,  broadsides,  family  records  and  all  sorts  of  memorabilia 
that  is  of  local  origin  or  interest.  Such  items  are  of  value  only  when  organ- 
ized and  labeled  for  identification,  and  arranged  to  facilitate  use 

A complete  re-classification  of  these  items  was  done  by  Kathleen 
S MacKell,  a former  Staff  member.  The  file  is  by  no  means  a complete 
history  of  Attleboro  affairs;  and  its  developing  value  is  entirely  dependent 
upon  contributions,  particularly  in  the  field  of  local  business  and  industrial 
history,  real  estate  changes,  pictures  and  land  marks. 

The  collection  of  Selective  Service  Scrap  Books  compiled  by  Judge 
Estes  will  be  a part  of  the  library's  local  history  collection. 

The  music  collection,  moved  to  the  upper  floor  in  1952,  has  be- 
come a Department,  with  ample  shelf  and  consultation  space  for  books  of 
and  about  music.  A collection  of  phonograph  recordings,  standard  equip- 
ment in  most  libraries,  is  in  process,  and  late  in  December  a High  Fidel- 
ity music  system,  for  both  radio  and  phonograph  was  installed  by  two  local 
"hi-Ii"  enthusiasts.  This  equipment,  purchased  by  special  funds  is  in  cus- 
tody of  the  Trustees,  will  provide  for  documentary  recordings  and  special 
programs  of  an  educational  nature. 

A gift  which  is  shared  by  the  Music  Department  and  the  Children's 
Room  is  a collection  of  recordings  presented  as  a gift  from  the  Browning 
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Public  Library  Report  continued- 

Society.  This  literary  club,  active  some  years  ago,  generously  used  the 
balance  of  its  treasury  to  make  available  recorded  stories  and  some  music 
that  children  particularly  enjoy. 

In  dividual  gifts  have  totaled  2 71  books,  in  addition  to  subscrip- 
tions to  periodicals,  (all  denominational  .(religious)  magazines  are  gifts) 
duplicate  copies  of  magazines,  pictorial  material,  and  pamphlets.  In  a 
number  of  cases,  books  have  been  presented  upon  the  death  of  friends  or 
relatives,  as  a memorial.  For  all  such  thoughtfulness  and  generosity, 
the  library  herewith  expresses  public  thanks. 

In  terms  of  the  physical  plant-the  crowded  conditions  of  a build- 
ing constructed  in  a more  leisurely  time,  to  house  25,  000  volumes,  now 
trying  to  accommodate  72,  000  is  aggravated  by  heart- wrecking  stairways 
which  preclude  the  use  of  space  on  the  third  floor.  Some  relief  in  terms 
o.  greater  workability  has  been  gamed  by  minor  alterations,  the  shifting 
of  shelving  and  filing  cabinets  and  the  hiring  of  young  page  girls  to  assist 
in  the  necessary  fetch  and  carry  tasks. 

A major  renovation  is  needed,  however,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with- 
in the  year  plans  may  be  formulated  for  extending  the  rear  wall.  This 
would  give  the  added  stack  space  so  urgently  needed,  without  materially 
adding  administrative  costs.  Another  measure  for  securing  space  and 
for  the  permanent  pi  - ....  f material  which  is  fast  disintegrating, 

would  be  the  Micro-filming  of  the  Attleboro  Sun.  This  of  course  is  a 
considerable  item,  but  it  is  a project  that  could  be  spread  over  a number 
of  years  for  ease  in  financing  The  local  paper  is  of  importance  as  a re- 
cord of  local  history,  and  is  often  referred  to  for  legal  as  well  as  personal 
verification.  The  L 1 y has  the  only  existing  file  of  the  paper.  The  ease 
with  which  film  may  be  stored,  and  consulted,  recommends  this  project  for 
long  range  economy. 

In  terms  of  finance,  the  matter  of  salaries  demands  urgent  con- 
sideration The  library  personnel  standards  are  high,  - library  users 
expect  a competent  staff  and  demand  good  service.  Such  competency  and 
service  should  be  more  adequately  recompensed.  The  Library  and  the 
city  has  been  fortunate  in  that  several  former  staff  members  have  been 
available  for  part-time  work,  but  part-time  schedules  are  not  a proper 
way  of  staffing  an  institution.  The  present  pay  rates  are  so  low  for  pro- 
fessional assistants  that  replacement  would  be  out  of  the  question.  I 
cannot  urge  too  strongly  that  a pay  plan  be  established  that  is  commensu- 
rate with  job  specifications,  and  the  i t preparation  f<  i filling  the 

positions.  The  year  . $ has  been  very  busy  and  stimulating,  For  the 
time,  thought  , and  encouragement  which  members  of  the  Board  have  so 
generously  given  to  library  matters,  I express  appreciation  May  your 
interest  stimulate  us  to  the  development  of  better  service  in  the  coming 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

1953 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

A schedule  of  work  by  this  Department  in  1953  with  record  detail 
and  suggestion  for  needed  improvements  in  1954  is  herewith  submitted. 

Water  m^in  line  extensions  in  various  parts  of  the  City  and  services 
for  new  homes  formed  a substantial  part  of  the  programme. 

The  abandonment  of  the  old  six  inch  water  main  on  Pleasant  Street 
and  the  completion  of  the  ten  inch  loop  on  Pike  Avenue  to  Pleasant  Street 
should  improve  the  water  service  in  the  northeast  area  considerably. 

A most  interesting  and  worthwhile  job  was  the  replacement  of  the  6 
inch  v/ater  main  between  County  Street  and  the  Larson  Tool  Co.  plant.  A 10 
Inch  line  was  continued  up  the  west  railroad  bridge  approach  to  within  about 
200  feet  of  the  railroad  bridge.  It  is  planned,  subject  to  City  Government 
approval  to  continue  this  line  over  the  railroad  bridge  and  finally  connect  with 
the  12  inch  main  on  So.  Main  Street. 

The  replacement  was  necessary  because  of  lack  of  volume  for  fire 
protection  in  the  Larson  Tool  Co,  plant  on  account  of  the  tuberculation  in  the 
6 inch  line  which  in  turn  was  caused  by  lack  of  flow  in  the  pipe  which  was 
dead  ended  at  said  Larson  plant.  Both  volume  and  pressure  from  hydrant 
lines  was  sufficient  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  Underwriter's  inspectors. 

The  435  horsepower  Diesel  engine  and  300  kilowatt  generator  was 
set  up  at  the  West  Street  Pimping  Station,  and  the  4 m.  g.  d.  pump  and  250 
horsepower  motor  piped  up  also.  The  electrical  wiring  and  controls  were 
completed  so  that  either  the  central  station  power  qr  the  Diesel  engine  gen- 
erator set  could  be  used  for  station  operation. 

It  is  expected  that  the  installation  will  be  completed  and  ready  for 
test  early  in  1954.  As  a point  of  general  information  the  delay  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  whole  improvement  at  this  station  was  occasioned  by  extremely 
slow  delivery  of  the  switch  gear  by  General  Electric  Company  and  does  not 
reflect  in  the  least  upon  this  Department  or  the  Consulting  Engineer. 

An  overhead  power  line  was  built  form  the  pumping  station  to  Well 
"B"  near  Tiffany  Street  which  now  allows  all  electric  power  to  be  metered 
at  the  switchboard  at  the  station. 

Some  landscaping,  grading  and  tree  planting  has  been  accomplished 
around  the  station  yard  and  near  the  reservoir  on  West  Street  with  much 
more  to  be  done  when  men  and  equipment  can  be  spared  from  construction 
and  maintenance. 
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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department --continued 

Test  wells  around  the  Wading  River  Pumping  station  disclosed  sub- 
surface conditions  not  suited  to  the  installation  of  more  well  points  for  supply 
but  indicated  the  construction  of  additional  gravel  packed  or  cassion  'wells 
within  an  increased  filter  bed  area  which  would  be  necessarily  developed. 

Additional  wells  for  supply  to  utilize  the  maximum  punuping  of  1„  5 
m.  g,  d.  at  this  station  would  obviously  be  an  economic  advantage  as  the  present 
available  supply  is  only  7 m,  g.  per  day. 

A new  gravel  pit  has  been  developed  on  the  Wood  Farm  area  easterly 
of  Orr's  Pond  and  the  bank  run  gravel  is  trucked  to  the  West  Street  screening 
plant  which  was  completed  in  the  early  summer.  Material  is  separated  by  a 
rotary  screen  with  all  stones  larger  than  one  inch  in  diameter  being  crushed 
while  smaller  stones,  gravel  and  sand  is  stock  piled  for  road  surface  construc- 
tion. 


A gaging  station  to  record  the  volume  of  stream  flow  was  built  slightly 
below  the  Wading  River  Pumping  station  on  the  stream  edge.  The  building 
plan  and  the  recording  instrument  were  furnished  by  the  United  States  Geologi- 
cal Survey.  Construction  by  City  forces. 

The  purpose  of  the  flow  record  is  to  determine  the  amount  of  water 
passing  the  station  which  will  be  available  to  the  industries  having  water  rights 
in  this  river  and  to  comply  with  the  Legislative  Acts  of  1925  and  the  directives 
of  the  Mass.,  Dept,  of  Public  Health  controlling  the  discharge  from  Mirimichi 
Reservoir. 


Street  construction  and  maintenance  required  the  application  of  135, 

000  ga  lens  of  road  oil,  66,202  feet  af  roadway  surface  was  treated  and  ten 
streets  were  accepted  this  year  totaling  5120  feet  in  length. 

The  completion  of  Brown  Street  between  Mendon  Road  and  the  Rhode 
Island  Slate  Line,  under  Chapter  90  participation  with  the  State  and  County, 
added  a very  fine  piece  of  roadway  to  the  street  system. 

The  complete  construction  data  is  appended. 

Surface  water  drainage  pipe  line  construction  was  required  on  several 
new  streets,  the  most  extensive  being  on  Bayberry  Hill  Road,  crossing  South 
Main  Street  to  Prosperity  Lake. 

Drainage  oh  Clifton  Street  and  Town  House  Road  was  installed  as  a 
prerequisite  to  roadway  resurfacing. 

A mechanical  pipe  line  cleaner  was  purchased  for  cleaning  maintenance 
n both  surface  drains  and  sewers  which  will  enable  workmen  to  remove  accum- 
ulated debris  which  is  not  possible  by  hand  methods.  Many  lines  neglected  for 
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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department-continued 

this  reason  will  now  be  scheduled  for  regular  maintenance  cleaning. 

A sewer  extension  between  Pembroke  Avenue  and  Thacher  Street 
relieved  an  unsanitary  sewage  disposal  problem  for  five  homes  adjacent 
thereto. 


A new  industrial  building  on  Eddy  Street  required  an  extension  of 
180  feet  also. 

The  steel  work  of  the  Olive  Street  railroad  bridge  was  extensively 
repaired  by  the  New  Haven  railroad  and  all  wood  timbers  replaced.  City 
forces  laid  a 5 inch  matched  hard  pine,  treated,  plank  deck  with  a 1-1/2 
inch  asphalt  plank  wearing  surface.  This  is  a very  modern  and  durable  con- 
struction. 


Lindsey  Street  bridge  is  scheduled  for  repairs  by  the  railroad  in 
i954  which  will  require  a new  deck  by  the  City. 

The  Cliff  Street  river  bridge  was  reported  in  1952  as  being  a 
problem  for  maintenance.  It  is  somewhat  more  of  a problem  at  the  end  of 
this  year  of  1953. 

The  carrying  timbers  have  rotted  so  that  deck  plank  spikes  will 
not  hold  resulting  in  an  annoying  rattle  each  time  a car  passes. 

This  bridge  should  be  replaced  with  a durable  structure  of  ade- 
quate width  and  in  proper  alignment  with  the  river  and  should  be  built  soon 
regardless  of  the  time  of  construction  of  the  Riverbank  Road  extension. 

The  annual  contract  construction  of  curbing  and  cement  sidewalk 
installation  was  carried  to  completion  without  incident.  The  quantities  are 
in  excess  of  the  1952  work  as  shown  by  the  tabulation. 

A cable  highway  guard  fence  with  concrete  posts  was  placed  on 
West  Streett  from  the  screening  plant  to  the  intersection  of  South  Avenue. 
This  protects  traffic  adjacent  to  the  water  storage  reservoirs  in  the  so- 
called  "Bennett's  Pit"  area. 

Only  one  small  old  stone  culvert  was  replaced  by  concrete  pipe, 
that  being  on  Read'  Street. 

RECOMMENDATION  for  1954 

The  recommendations  for  1953  which  were  not  considered  in  the 
Budget  of  that  year  are  again  incorporated  in  this  report  'since  they  are  now 
fully  as  important  to  the  community  as  a whole  as  they  originally  were. 

Some  of  the  subjects  mentioned,  specifically,  stand  pipe  repairs, 
additional  standpipe  capacity  or  low  head  reservoir  construction,  additional 
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wells  at  Wading  River  and  the  replacement  of  four  inch  water  mairjs  in  the 
industrial  area  for  improved  fire  protection  are  serious  responsibilities 
that  are  shared  equally  by  this  Department  and  the  Municipal  Government 
by  whom,  of  course,  the  authority  for  ultimate  completion  must  be  initiated. 

Additional  1.  5 million  gallon  standpipe  or  3 million  gallon  low  head 
reservoir. 

Repair  present  standpipe  immediately. 

Increase  capacity  of  Wading  River  Station  by  additional  wells. 

Build  new  dam  above  station  at  Blake s Pond  and  a low  dam  above 
the  site  of  the  Old  Knife  Works  Mill  on  Williams  St.  , Mansfield  which  v/ould 
impound  water  in  the  Robinson  Pond  also. 

A schedule  of  old  water  main  cleaning  should  be  set  up  and  carried 
forv/ard  each  year  particularly  in  the  Park,  N.  Main  and  Pleasant  Street 
areas. 


Small  four  inch  mains  in  the  industrial  area  on  the  East,  side  must 
ultimately  be  replaced  preferably  with  eight  inch  pipe. 

In  all  cases  wherever  reasonably  possible  extensions  should  be  made 
which  will  complete  a loop  of  supply  main  and  new  work  should  be  evaluated 
accordingly. 

Recoding  meters  and  pump  controls  should  be  installed  on  each  well 
at  the  West  St.  Pumping  Station  so  that  the  capacity  of  each  individual  well 
can  be  determined  and  each  operated  accordingly. 

During  v/eek  ends  or  times  of  less  demand  the  wells  of  smallest 
volume  could  be  used  allowing  the  best  wells  to  recover  for  peak  demand. 

A capacity  record  of  supply  would  be  of  great  value  in  planning 
additional  well  capacity  in  this  area. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Add  to  present  Wall  St.  garage  for  live  storage  and  Water  Depart- 
ment equipment  or  develop  a new  building  and  yard  at  another  location. 

Purchase  new  twelve  ton  tandem  roller. 

One  for  each  quarter 
section  of  the  Center  and  one  to  be  stationed  at  Hebronville. 

Truck  with  hydraulic  hoist  for  handling  water  pipe  in  trenches  and 
all  load  hoisting.  _ 
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Vacuum  leaf  Loader  and  truck  body  for  removal  of  fallen  eaves 

Agarn  County  St  from  Read  St.  to  the  end  of  the  1951  construction 
'under  Ch  90  agreement  should  be  considered  for  relocation  and  construction 

Mill  Street  and  So.  Main  St.  adjacent  to  the  Railroad  station  should  be 
repaved  with  a hot  top  surface  similar  to  So  Main  St,  northerly  to  Park  St 

Nc.  Main  St  . Sanford  to  Dean  St.  should  be  similarly  improved 

Sanfort  St  between  Bank  and  No  Main  should  be  widened  in  general 
conforming  to  the  plans  long  on  file  in  this  Department,  The  volume  of  trai 
using  the  parking  lot  plus  the  proposed  change  in  zoning  from  residential  to 
business  warrants  this  consideration, 

SANITARY  SEWERS: 

The  proposed  sewer  extension  fron  the  Ten  Mile  River  Trunk  line  to 
serve  that  area  north  of  Thacher  St  and  east  of  the  railroad  extending  to 
County  Square  cannot  be  ignored  much  longer  as  this  area  is  developing  rapid  y 
Sewerage  at  the  Tiffany  School  is  a problem 

SURFACE  DRAINS: 

A surface  drain  system  generally  parallel  to  the  above  recommended 
sewer  to  serve  the  same  area  is  again  mentioned  as  the  surface  water  runoff 
becomes  more  rapid  with  each  street  improvement  with  consequent  gutter 
erosion  and  added  maintenance  as  well  as  flooding  of  yards 

Pine  Road,  Washington  St  to  Robinson  Avenue  should  be  serviced 
by  basins  and  the  necessary  pipe  line;  also  Robinson  Avenue  east  of  Mendon 

Road

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  SOLICITOR 


1953 


To  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

During  the  year  1953,  the  office  of  City  Solicitor  gave  many  opinions 
to  the  various  departments  of  the  City  of  Attleboro.  It  is  a virtual  impos- 
sibility to  describe  the  time  and  effort  involved  in  writing  many  of  these 
decisions.  I am  sure  it  can  be  appreciated  how  Important  these  opinions 
can  be  to  the  various  department  heads  who  seek  a solution  to  legal  rami- 
fications involved  in  their  work. 

There  were  tv/o  (2)  trials  in  which  the  City  was  involved  during  the 
year  1953  and  in  both  instances  the  said  City  of  Attleboro  prevailed.  In 
one  matter,  Vetter  V.  Zoning  Board  of  Attleboro,  the  matter  was  even- 
tually adjudicated  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and  established  the  first 
adjudication  as  to  what  constitutes  a lot  for  zoning  purposes. 

Many  land  damage  cases  were  entered  in  the  Superior  Court  against 
the  City  during  the  year  1953,  and  I contemplate  that  many  will  be  settled 
outside  of  the  Court.  I do  anticipate  that  the  remainder  will  be  jury  tried. 
At  the  close  of  1953,  there  were  six  (6)  land  damage  cases  pending  and  I 
expect  many  more  to  be  entered  in  the  ensuing  year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  his  staff,  along  with  all  members  of 
the  Municipal  Council  and  department  heads  for  their  help  and  coopera- 
tion throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

1953 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council, 

City  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Health  Department  herewith  presents  for  your  examination  and 
approval  its  39th  annual  report  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 

1953. 


One  change  in  our  department  personnel  is  noted.  In  May,  Miss 
Barbara  Arnold  who  had  served  the  department  faithfully  and  success- 
fully as  Dental  Hygienist  since  September,  1949  resigned  the  position  to 
be  married.  Because  we  were  unable  to  fill  the  vacancy,  our  dental 
health  education  program  in  the  schools  could  not  be  resumed  with  the 
opening  of  schools  in  September.  With  the  start  of  a new  school  seme- 
ster in  January,  however,  this  phase  of  our  dental  program  will  be  re- 
sumed, as  we  have  been  most  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mrs. 
Ruth  Merriss,  a local  hygienist,  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  position. 

M:  s.  Merriss  is  a graduate  of  Forsyth  School  for  Dental  Hygienists 
and  is  a registered  hygienist  under  the  State  Board  of  Registration  in 
Dentistry. 

The  health  record  of  our  community  continued  very  favorable  in 
1953,  with  our  population  generally  enjoying  a good  health  year. 

The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1953  was  570  (307 
ma  .es  and  263  females)  marking  an  increase  of  64  over  the  preced- 
ing year!s  baby  crop  and  still  sustaining  the  high  rate  of  growth  noted 
m the  past  decade.  Of  this  number  465  were  born  at  Sturdy  Hospital, 
five  were  home  deliveries  and  100  were  born  in  hospitals  outside  the 
city.  Seven  hundred  and  five  more  babies  (360  males  and  345  females) 
were  born  in  this  city  to  parents  having  residences  in  other  communi- 
ties. 


In  compliance  with  the  state  law,  our  department  paid  for  the 
hospital  care  of  two  premature  babies  whose  parents  were  unable  to. 
meet  the  expense. 

« 

The  total  number  of  Attleboro  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1953  was 
252,  including  10  stiilborns  and  43  residents  who  died  out  of  the  city.  This 
figure  marks  a decrease  over  the  past  year's  total  when  264  deaths  were 
recorded.  Of  the  252  total,  124  were  males  and  128  females.  Approximately 
70%  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  among  the  over  60  age  group,  while  44  % were 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department-continued 

persons  70  years  of  age  and  over.  Major  cause  of  death  was  diseases  of 
the  heart,  v/hich  claimed  87  persons  (46  males  and  41  females).  Other 
leading  causes  were  cancer  from  which  40  residents  died  and  cerebral 
hemorrhage  which  brought  death  to  25  people.  Accidents  took  9 local 
lives,  a decrease  over  the  previous  year's  toll  of  12.  Motor  vehicle 
injuries  were  responsible  for  5 fatalities,  falls  in  or  about  the  home 
contributed  to  3 more,  and  accidental  drowning  claimed  one  victim. 

A total  of  347  communicable  disease  cases  were  recorded,  less 
than  one  half  the  number  reported  for  the  previous  year.  Mumps,  which 
accounted  for  141  cases,  showed  a sharp  increase,  while  declines  were 
noted  in  chicken  pox  and  measles,  which  were  prevalent  last  year.  Ten 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  represented  a 50%  increase  in  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  over  that  of  1952.  Despite  the  state  wide  high  incidence  of  polio- 
myelitis, only  3 cases  were  reported  in  our  community.  Nine  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  equalled  the  number  in  the  previous  year.  Only  three 
persons  died  of  a reportable  communicable  disease,  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis claiming  2 and  meningitis,  one. 

At  our  annual  free  clinics  held  in  the  spring  to  immunize  children 
against  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  104  youngsters  of  school 
and  pre-school  age  received  the  three  dose  toxoid  inoculations  or  booster  * 
dose  protection.  A survey  of  the  babies  born  in  1952  showed  that  almost 
85%  have  already  received  this  important  protection.  This  good  record 
is  a big  factor  in  keeping  unbroken  our  long  period  (17  years)  of  complete 
absence  of  dread  diptheria  from  our  community  and  is  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  parents  and  private  physicians  and  the 
continuing  efforts  of  the  Health  Department  in  its  annual  immunization 
clinics. 


Our  health  nurse  has  been  busy  on  many  health  fronts  during  the 
year,  encouraging  and  instructing  the  public  in  methods  of  good  health  and 
providing  nursing  follow-up  services  for  the  health  program  at  St.  Joseph  s 
parochial  school  and  our  communicable  disease  control  program,  includ- 
ing immunization  clinics  and  follow-up  of  tuberculosis  cases,  suspects  and 
contacts. 

In  compliance  with  new  state  regulations,  the  department  licensed 
eight  Day  Care  Agencies  in  the  city  after  inspection  and  follow-up  visits 
by  the  health  nurse. 

Biologies  and  culture  outfits  obtained  from  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  were  distributed  to  local  physicians.  These  are  avail- 
able at  Sturdy  Hospital,  where  our  Health  nurse  keeps  a careful  and  accu- 
rate check  on  supply  and  demand. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Department  continued- 

The  Dental  Clinic  was  in  operation  each  week-day  morning  during 
the  school  year,  looking  after  the  dental  health  of  the  school  children  of  the 
first  four  grades  who  were  unable  to  afford  private  dental  care.  Three  hun- 
dred and  33  children  (compared  with  295  the  previous  year)  had  all  dental  de- 
jects corrected  at  the  clinics,  and  sodium  fluoride  applications  to  lessen  future 
dental  decay  were  given  to  new  patients.  In  addition,  a survey  made  of  the 
teeth  of  all  children  through  the  sixth  grades  resulted  in  many  students  having 
necessary  work  done  by  their  private  dentists. 

Until  her  resignation,  our  dental  hygienist  assisted  at  the  morning 
clinic  sessions  and  devoted  her  afternoons  to  conducting  an  excellent  educa- 
i :nal  program  in  the  elementary  grades  of  the  public  and  parochial  schools 
of  the  city. 

Routine  inspections  of  the  local  eating  and  drinking  establishments 
by  our  health  inspector  revealed  a majority  meeting  sanitation  standards  pre- 
scribed by  our  city's  health  code.  Where  faulty  conditions  were  found,  opera- 
t:rs  have  shown  a willingness  to  cooperate  in  correcting  them.  A training 
program  for  new  food  handlers  was  held  in  May  and  23  persons  received  permits 
ndicating  satisfactory  completion  of  the  course  of  instruction. 

On  other  sanitation  fronts,  the  inspector  conducted  periodic  field  and 
laboratory  examination  of  our  city’s  milk  and  water  supplies,  inspected  over- 
night cabins  and  trailer  camps,  convalescent  homes  and  homes  for  the  aged, 
markets,  bakeries,  ice  cream  and  soft  drink  manufacturing  plants  and  other 
establishments  affecting  the  health  of  the  citizens.  In  addition,  all  health  nui- 
sances brought  to  the  attention  of  the  department  were  investigated  and  in 
~st  instances  promptly  abated  upon  request. 

The  department  gratefully  acknowledges  the  assistance  of  city  officials 
and  public  and  private  welfare  agencies  and  the  continued  good  cooperation  of  our 
citizens  which  have  contributed  to  our  past  year’s  successes. 

The  usual  tables  of  statistical  data  are  appended  as  are  also  the  re- 
ports of  our  staff  members  showing  in  detail  the  work  of  the  department.

Emergency  cases  can- 
not be  forseen  and  they  have  to  be  given  immediate  attention.  Wherever 
possible  we  try  to  have  these  cases  transferred  to  Davis  Park  V.  A.  Hospi- 
tal  in  Providence  as  soon  as  they  can  be  moved.  No  maternity  cases  are 
helped  except  in  very  rare  instances  where  the  Commissioner  allows  it 
after  considering  the  circumstances. 

We  assist  in  filling  out  forms  required  by  individuals,  renewals  of 
pensions,  etc.  , regardless  of  whether  they  are  receiving  aid  or  not.  Our 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Fisher,  is  a Notary  Public  and  when  it  is  necessary  to 
notarize  forms  it  is  done  without  charge. 

We  require  banks  to  advise  us  if  applicants -have  any  account.  We 
asked  record  of  employment  from  last  employer  and  record  from  Unem- 
ployment Compensation  regarding  their  standing. 

There  are  also  the  usual  number  of  telephone  calls,  10  or  12 
daily.  It  is  also  necessary  to  make  frequent  calls  on  the  Commissioner 
at  his  office  in  Boston.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  Servicemen's  Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment  Center  continues 
to  be  of  valuable  assistance  to  Veterans  and  their  families. 

There  are  approximately  580  Attleboro  men  and  women  serving  in  the 
armed  forces  at  present.  Their  records  are  on  file  in  this  office  and  are 
kept  up  to  date. 

When  discharged  the  Veterans  report  to  this  office  to  have  their  dis- 
charge and  separation  papers  recorded  and  photostated.  These  records 
are  kept  permanently  in  this  office,  and  are  available  to  the  Veteran  in  case 
of  lost  papers  or  when  he  needs  copies  to  accompany  applications  for  Vet- 
erans Benefits. 

This  Department  Las  available  44  different  Veterans  Administrations 
Forms,  including  such,  benefits  as  pensions  for  widows,  children  and  dis- 
abled Veterans,  disability  compensations,  hospitalization,  insurance,  etc. 
Assistance  is  given  in  filling  out  and  filing  these  forms,  not  only  to  Veter- 
ans, but  also  to  wives,  widows,  dependent  parents,  etc. 

Over  350  applications  for  the  Massachusetts  State  Bonus  to  Korean 
Veterans  were  issued  through  this  office,  many  receiving  assistance  in 
making  out  the  application.  Many  applications  were  sent  upon  request  to 
former  residents  of  the  City  now  living  in  other  states  and  to  servicemen 
who  had  re-enlisted. 

This  office  supplied  the  service  addresses  of  470  servicemen, 
typed  the  envelopes  and  secured  the  money  orders  for  the  Boys  in  Service 
Christmas  Fund  Committee. 

The  Director  has  transported  Veterans  to  various  hospitals  and

My  office  is  open  to  the 
public  at  all  times  for  inquiry  regarding  same. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor's  Office,  the  Assessor's  Office,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Treasurer's  Office  for  their  kind 
assistance  in  working  closely  with  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  .
